HOUSING. 

There  is  a  great  shortage  of  houses  in  the  district,  many  new  ones 
are  urgently  needed,  and  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  repairs 
carried  out  during  the  last  few  years  many  of  the  existing  houses 
although  occupied  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable  of 
repair  at  a  reasonable  expense  (H.A.,  1936,  Sec.  11). 

In  my  opinion  this  state  of  affairs  is  extremely  serious  because 
much  oC  the  benefit  conferred  by  giving  children  milk  in  schools  or 
a  stay  in  a  sanatorium  is  destroyed  by  the  liome  environment.  Also 
it  seems  to  me  to  be  useless  to  spend  money  on  moral  welfare  as 
long  as  the  people  are  compelled  to  live  like  poultry.  It  is  absolutely 
impossilfle  to  prevent  overcrowding  unless  more  houses  are  built. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  ending  3Ist  December,  1945,  seven  cases  of  Pulmon¬ 
ary  and  one  of  Non-Pulmonary  we’'e  notified.  The  number  of  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  shown  on  the  register  last  year  was  considerably  in¬ 
flated  owing  to  the  fact  that  I  am  often  uninformed  when  tuber¬ 
culosis  patients  leave  the  district,  die  or  change  their  names 
(marriage).  After  consultation  with  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  the  num¬ 
ber  has  been  reduced  to  21,  viz.,  16  Pulmonary  and  6  Non-Pulmonary 
(4-5-46). 

DIPHTHERIA. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  1945.  Tlie  last  case 
notified  in  the  district  was  on  June  8th,  1942.  The  estimated  number 
of  children  in  the  district  is: — 

Age  group  0 — 4  (inclusive)  369 
Age  group  5 — 14  (inclusive)  680 
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IMMUNISATION. 

To  be  really  effective  the  number  of  children  immunised  each  year 
should  roughly  correspond  with  the  number  of  children  born  the 
previous  year.  lu  1911  the  numl:)er  of  births  was  89.  In  1915  the 
number  of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria  was: — By  the  C.C. 
Officials  20,  by  me  17,  total  37.  Therefore  only  about  11.6  per  cent, 
of  children  are  now  being  immunised  instead  of  80  per  cent,  which 
should  be  our  minimum  target.  It  is  possible  that  a  few  children  have 
been  immunised  by  private  medical  practitioners,  but  I  have  no  record 
of  these. 

THE  SOIIICK  TEST. 

During  December,  1915,  I  “Schicked”  42  children  aged  10  years  or 
more  who  had  been  immunised  in  infancy.  Only  three  of  them  gave  a 
faint  positive  reaction.  The  others  were  all  negative. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  the  Registrar  when  he 
registers  a  birth  to  hand  to  the  parent  the  pamphlet  “Diphtheria  Is 
Deadly,”  together  with  the  postcard  requesting  that  the  child  may  be 
immunised.

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Some  details  of  the  St.  Neots  and  District  Nursing  Association: — - 

Nurses  are  Miss  Malin  and  Mrs.  Malin,  both  of  Potton  Road,  Eynes- 
Iniry.  Tel.  St.  Neots  215.  Miss  Malin’s  district  is  Eynesbury.  Mi's. 
Malin’s  districts  are  St.  Neots,  Eynesbury  Hardwicke,  Little  Paxton, 

Monks  Hardwicke.  They  are  provided  with  one  car  and  so  find  it 

convenient  in  many  cases  to  work  together.  They  work  in  conjunction 

with  Nurse  Rose,  the  Eltisley  nurse,  for  off-duty  emergencies,  etc. 
During  the  year,  April,  1945,  to  April,  194(),  they  attended  147 
general  cases  and  did  2,898  visits  to  same;  70  midwifery  and  matern¬ 
ity  cases,  1,076  visits;  ante-natal  and  child  welfare  visits  were 
1,076;  total  visits  5,321.  The  previous  year  total  visits  were  6,275. 
This  has  decreased  owing  to  a  health  visitor  taking  over  child 
welfare  work.  AVe  are  facing  the  possibility  of  changes  soon  as  Miss 
Malin  is  60  in  May  next  and  that  is  the  retiring  age.  She  has 
been  with  the  Association  for  over  20  years.  Mrs.  Malin,  nee  Daniels, 
married  Miss  Malin’s  brother  and  was  one  of  our  nurses  before  her 
marriage.  She  returned  during  the  AVar  when  another  nurse  left 

and  said  she  would  stay  if  required  until  Miss  Malin  retired.  They 
Ijolh  have  the  necessary  qualifications  and  we  have  no  complaints  and 
only  the  best  of  reports  from  the  patients.  They  are  regarded  with  a 
good  deal  of  alfection.  The  County  Superintendent  regularly  inspects 
their  work  and  equipment  and  her  reports  are  excellent.  They  live  in 
their  own  house  and  we  shall  recpiire  a  house  and  garage  before  we 
can  appoint  their  successors.

WATER  CONSITIMPTION. 

On  6th  November,  1945,  Mr.  Mawby,  Waterworks  Engineer,  informed 
me  that  the  daily  consumption  of  water  is  150,000  gallons  and  that 
40,000  of  this  is  used  for  trade  purposes.  The  population  of  the 
area  is  4,948,  of  which  number  320  are  estimated  to  be  children  under 

4  years  of  age  and  768  children  between  5  and  15  years  of  age. 

Assuming  that  the  daily  domestic  consum[)tion  is  100,000  gallons  and 
the  population  5,000  this  would  give  a  daily  consumption  of  20 
gallons  per  person.  There  are  1,31^0  inhabited  houses  in  the  area; 
therefore,  each  house  averages  70  gallons  (plus)  daily.  There  are  650 
water  closets  in  the  district,  some  houses  have  2  (I  have  3).  There 
are  620  houses  with  pail  closets.  I  cannot  believe  that  any  of  the 
cottages  use  70  gallons  of  water  daily,  and  am  inclined  to  believe 

that  there  must  be  a  serious  leakage. 

THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Name  of  Town,  Village  or  Hamlet. — St.  Neots  and  Eynesbury. 

Source  of  Supply,  viz..  Public  Su[)ply,  Wells  or  Ponds,  etc. — Both 
Parishes  of  St.  Neots  and  Eynesbury  are  supplied  by  two  shallow 

wells  sunk  into  the  gravel.  These  wells  are  situate  near  the  South- 
tVest  Boundary  of  the  Parish  of  Eynesbury.  Pumping  direct  into 
the  mains  is  done  by  an  oil  engine  at  No.  1  Pumping  Station  and  by 
an  automatic  electrical  installation  at  No.  2  Pumping  Station.  A 
very  small  reservoir  helps  to  conserve  a  certain  amount  of  water  in 
case  of  emergency. 

Sufficiency  or  otherwise. — The  supply  has  been  maintained  by  using 
the  emergency  well,  which  was  sunk  into  the  gravel  during  1944, 
otherwise  there  would  have  been  the  possibility  of  a  partial  failure 
of  the  supply  on  several  occasions.  A  new  scheme  is  contemplated  and 
it  is  expected  that  work  will  commence  on  this  project  during  1946. 

Quality  of  Water. — Satisfactory. 

Whether  Analysis  has  been  made  during  the  year  and  the  result  of 
such  Analysis. — Six  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cambridge.  Five  were  satisfactory  (no 
coliform  bacilli  were  detected  in  100  mis.).  One  from  No.  2  Pumping 
Station  was  suspicious  (4  coliform  bacilli  per  100  mis.).  This  water 
is  always  bacteriologically  examined  after  a  heavy  rain  following  a 
prolonged  drought. 

The  total  rainfall  for  1945  was  19.79  inches,  viz.,  1st  January  to 
June  30th,  8.85  inches;  1st  July  to  31st  December,  10.94  inches; 
total  19.79  inches.
